France — Roubaix. — Month of May, 1903. Estimated population, 
124,660. Total number of deaths, 200, including diphtheria 1, enteric 
fever 2, and 2 from whooping cough. 

Germany — Hanover. — Month of April, 1903. Estimated popula- 
tion, 247,445. Total number of deaths, 329, including 13 from infec- 
tious diseases. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 76 
great towns in England and Wales during the week ended May 16, 
1903, correspond to an annual rate of 15.4 per 1,000 of the aggregate 
population, which is estimated at 15,075,011. 

London. — One thousand two hundred and seventy -eight deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 55, scarlet fever 7, diph- 
theria 12, whooping cough 33, enteric fever 4, and diarrhea 19. The 
deaths from all causes correspond to an annual rate of 14.4 per 1,000. 
In Greater London 1,713 deaths were registered. In the " outer ring" 
the deaths included 3 from diphtheria, 4 from measles, and 9 from 
whooping cough.
